Looking at us, you will perhaps 
say that we are a poor and feeble folk, 
and that our calling is a sorry preserva¬ 
tive against such dangers; but, such as 


Of course no one man or one horse 
could traverse the whole route, so sta¬ 
tions were established along the roads, 
at certain intervals, where couriers were 
always in readiness to relieve weary 
brothers, and carry on the dispatches 
with uniform speed. These stations 
were called “posts,” from tbs Latin 
word positnm—fixed or placed—whence 
comes the name of our modern postal 
System. 

In the Old Testament are frequent 
references to the posts. In II Chronicles, 
you will find, “So the posts went with 
the letters, ” and “So tho posts passed 
from city to city, ” In. Esther also and 
in Job and Jeremiah you will find other 
allusions to the posts. But they were 
never for the use of the common people. 

The Roman Emperor Augustus was 
the first to establish a system of posts 
suggestive of the present system. Yon 
have heard the saying, “All roads lead 
to Rome” This was the origin of it; 
From' Rome as a center post roads were 
built, called “royal highways, ” extend¬ 
ing all over Europe. After the decline 
of the Roman empire these post roads 
were abandoned by degrees, and during 
the dark ages they almost entirely dis¬ 
appeared. 

Tn the thirteenth and fourteenth cen¬ 
turies, however, their need began to be 
so strongly felt that posts "between, dif¬ 
ferent parts of the same country were, 
established, and soon these were extend- 
j ed into other countries. These posts 
were carried first by foot runners and 
then a little later by men on horseback. 

It was not long, though, before the 
post privilege was extended, and it was 
found impossible for horseback riders to 
carry the increasing mail, so wheeled 
conveyances were provided, and the 
next step was for these conveyances to. 
carry passengers as well as the mail. 

And thus from the post was evolved 
the mail coach. What this meant to oar 
hitherto shut in ancestors it is hard for 
us of the present day to realize even 
faintly. But it is safe to say that the. 
evolution of the public post and the 
mail coach did more than any other one 
thing to hasten civilization. 

In‘the reign of the Emperor Freder¬ 
ick IQ, Francis von Laxis, whose grand¬ 
father is said to have established a post¬ 
al service across the Tyrol and Styria, 
entered the service of the house of Hape- 
burg and became the founder of the, 
modern postal system. Through Yon. 
Laxis tho emperor established regular, 
posts throughout his kingdom between 
the years 1440 and 1403, and at the be-, 
ginning of the sixteenth century the 
Austrian .post became the international 
ppst of the Hapsburg dynasty. 

In France the University of Paris or¬ 
ganized a postal service in the thirteenth 
century which flourished until 1719. In 
some parts of Europe there were brother¬ 
hoods aud mercantile guilds which es¬ 
tablished posts and postoffices subject 
to tho government. 

In England, in 1058, Rowland Hill 
started a private post, but Cromwell’s 
heavy hand came down on the enter¬ 
prise, and the men who carried tho let¬ 
ters were trampled, down and killed by 
his soldiers. Later ou Mr, Hill came to 
the front again, instituted many re¬ 
forms in the service, and at last gave to 
England a real and effective postal serv¬ 
ice. Louis XI of Franco founded a postal 
system in. 1464, which was greatly im¬ 
proved by Charles IX in 1565.

A WOMAN’S ARM. 

Well Known Sculptor Describes It as the 
Perfect One Should Be. 

“I find great difficulty ,iu getting a 
model with good arms,” said a well 
known sculptor recently. “It is aston¬ 
ishing how very few women have arms 
, that conform to the standard. A perfect 

> arm measured from the armpit to the 
wrist joint should be twice the length 
of the head. The upper part of the arm ! 
should "be large, full and well rounded. 
Tlie forearm must not lie too flat, not 

t nearly so fiat as a man’s, for example 
. A dimple at the elbow adds beauty to a 
t well proportioned arm. 

> “From a well molded shoulder the 
^ ' whole arm should taper in long, grace- 

ful curves to a symmetrical and rounded 
wrist. ■ It is better to have an arm that 
harmonizes even if the parts do not fol¬ 
low the generally accepted lines. For 
instance, a full, round upper arm which 
is joined to a flat or thin forearm has a 
very bad effect. It is only a degree 
worse, however, than a graceful, well , 
molded forearm tacked on to a thin , 
scrawny upper arm. ’ \

thing necessary for a good arm. The j 
owner must possess the power of expres- , 
S sion m her arms.

,: case, after two doses, she was able to 
bear without incouvenieuce the rolling 
beyond Sandy Hook and the subsequent j 
tossings of the voyage. 

The remedy is the administration 
eveiy half hour of-two spoonfuls of pep¬ 
tone in sherry, cooled by pouring over 
cracked ice. The theory of this is no 
less interesting than the dose itself. The 
young doctor argues that the swallow¬ 
ing of frequent small quantities of pre¬ 
digested and slightly stimulating food 
produces a sedative effect upon the 
stomach and counteracts the jouncing 
brought about by the incessant and vio¬ 
lent motion'of a ship at sea." 

Other doctors have quite lately in¬ 
vented a seasickness cure consisting of 
cocaine or bromides, the latter in large 
doses, these being given with the design 
of dulling the stomach, as it were, and 
so preventing nausea. But it cannot be ' 
learned that any actual results have 
been attained in this way—New York 
Herald.
